Hearing, campaign heating 
up for McCoy and Allan

Last week's opening day in the 
state Alcoholic Beverages Control 
Commission hearing between 
Michael's Place, Inc. (Selectman 
Michael McCoy) and the Town of 
Wilmington (primarily Selectmen 
Chairman Diane Allan), served 


enough notice that the bell for a new « 


round in the AllamV§S.,McCoy 
political debate had rung. 

But in case anyone missed it, 
McCoy used the forum of town 
budget discussion at Monday night's 
selectmen's meeting to launch a 
less-than-discreet public volley at 
Allan. 

"I'm glad I cast that vote for the 
manager in November of '93," 
McCoy stated from his seat on the 
board while gesturing towards 
Allan. The statement came after 
Town Manager Michael Caira 
finished an hour-long presentation 
to the board of his fiscal year 1997 
budget. 

It so happens that both Allan and 
McCoy are up for reelection in 
April, and while McCoy campaigns 
in Boston with the ABCC for his 
liquor license, it seems he has begun 
to campaign to retain his seat on the 
board, while loosing Allan of hers. 

McCoy has contended all along 
that’ Allan's two votes against his 
liquor license applications were acts 
of political vendetta spurred by 
McCoy's voting in favor of Caira in 
1993. 

"If I voted along with her and 
Gerry Duggan not to appoint in 
1993, Caira would not be here and I 
would not be before the ABCC," 
McCoy said last Wednesday after 
the hearing. 

Allan, who along with Duggan 
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» disapproval of both articles. The 


abstained from the vote, has main- 
tained all along she did not oppose 
Caira and offers her signature on 
his contract as proof. 

“There are five signatures on that 
town manager's contract andj I'm 
one of them,” Allan said Tuesday 
when asked about McCoy's recur- 
ring charges. "T was well aware of 
what was in that contract,” she 
continued, “no one put a gun to my 
head.” 

McCoy, who said before and after 
the hearing’s start that he felt good 
about the proceedings, feels that the 
process will bear him out. 

"The law is absolutely on my 
side.” he has said. 

Allan, meanwhile, who Tuesday 
referred to the hearing at one point 
as "the trial,” repeated, as she stated 


under oath at the hearing, that she 
"does her homework" and bases her 
decision for all votes on that 
research. 

"I'm not biased and I'm not preju- 
diced against Mr. McCoy," she said. 
"I base my decisions on facts, not on 
personalities.” 


Allan said she isn't letting the 
hearing or the.coming campaign 
“monopolize” her life, but rather is 
giving her attention to the space 
needs issue, the economic develop- 
ment commission she started, and to 
chairing the board of selectmen. 

“Those are the kinds of things I'm 
focusing on, quite frankly.” she 
said. 

McCoy, on the other hand, 
apparently has no choice but to 
devote his full attention to the hear- 
ing. He feels he was wronged by 
Allan for political reasons and he is 
spending considerable money to 
change that. At the same time, he 
said, Allan is using taxpayer dollars 
to continue to wage “her personal 
crusade” against McCoy. 

“This is costing me money, but she 
gets town counsel,” McCoy stated. 

One thing here might be true: a 
very heated race for seats on the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
officially started last Wednesday in 
Boston. That hearing resumes 
Thursday, Feb. 8 at 9:30 a.m. on the 
22nd floor of the Saltonstall Build- 
ing and is open to the public. 


Williams article 
in trouble

For the second time in less than a 
year, the state attorney general's 
office appears poised to shoot down 
a Wilmington town meeting-enacted 
zoning by-law change that would 
allow Woburn Street resident Ro- 
bert Williams to construct homes 
for his children on his property. 
Also in apparent jeopardy is the 
rezoning article submitted by Dolo- 
res Grasso of Butters Row. 

At December's Special Town 
Meeting, both Williams and Grasso 
submitted rezoning articles that 
were passed by comfortable mar- 
gins by voters. Williams’ article 
seeks to rézone his parcel and five 
others on Woburn Street from R-20 
to R-10 zoning. Grasso’s article 
attempts to rezone from R-60 to 
R-20 eight acres of land she Gwns. 

The planning board recommended 


Williams’ article was seen by the 
board as illegal spot zoning becaise 
851-8100 657-7389 
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the proposed changes would require 
a “jump” over Interstate 93. The 
planning board objected to the 
Grasso article based on “land use 
policy considerations, rather than 
the issue of spot zoning.” 

Both articles were submitted to the 
attorney general's office for appro- 
val following the meeting. In a 
letter from assistant attorney gen- 
eral Jonathan Abbott to Wilmington 
Town Clerk Kathleen Scanlon dated 
Jan. 10, Abbott asks for an "expla- 
nation as to why the rezonings are 
not “spot zoning.” The letter goes 
on to cite the passage in the Mass. 
General Laws explaining unlawful 
Spot zoning. 

Planning Director Lynn Duncan 
responded, including the planning 
board's reasons for recommending 
disapproval of the articles at the 
special town meeting. ¢ 

Both articles are currently being 
reviewed, over a 90-day period, by 
the attorney general's office.

Budget

Wilmington Town Manager Mich- 
ael Caira Monday night submitted 
his recommended fiscal year 1997 
budget, showing a 6 percent spend- 
ing increase, to the board-of\select- 
men. 

The document, and Caira's\ hour- 
long presentation, were warrfily re- 
ceived by selectmen, but spawned a 
nearly one-and-half-hour debate 
with residents over school spending, 
which was upped by $876,000 from 
last year's budget, which inclu 
record school spending increase of 
roughly $1.2 million. 

The total budget for FY 97 stands 
at $38.27 million with school spend- 
ing proposed at $17.15 million. 

In his presentation to selectmen, 
Caira stated that "the adoption of 
this budget will enable the town to 
continue its program of capital 
improvements, allow new initiatives 
in both school and municipal pro- 
grams and assist in addressing the 
community's long term needs.” 

While proposed expenditures for 
capital improvements, including the 
purchase of-a $180,000 fire engine 
pumper and the replacement of four 
police cruisers are higher than in 
years past, education represents the 
largest area of budgetary increase. 

Including an increased appropria- 
tion for Shawsheen Technical High 
School, 70 percent of Caira's budget 
increase is for education, 64 percent 
of the increase of Wilmington Pub- 
lic Schools. 

Part of the school spending in- 
crease is mandated by the Education 
Reform Act of 1993, which says 
that municipalities must increase 
spending on education "based on a 
formula which determines a muni- 
cipal growth factor from the in- 
creases in theproperty tax levy (2 
1/2 plus new growth) and from an 
increase in general revenue,” accor- 
ding to Caira. 

But Caira’s recommendation: ex- 
ceeds the mandated increase by 
more than $919,000, monies Caira

The FinCom gets to work on 
Caira's budget with biweekly meet- 
ings beginning Feb. 13 and running 
for the most part every Tuesday and 
Thursday.

With luck, you'll never be 
audited, never have to prove you 
deserve the tax deductions you've 
claimed. But it's best to be 
prepared - and the rules are tough 
now. 

Canceled checks are not enough 
any more to document charitable 
deductions. If you give $250 or 
more to a charity, you must have 
a written acknowledgement from 
the charity, receipting either the 
amount of cash or the description 
of a non-cash contribution and, if 

iate, a good faith estimate 
of the value of any goods or 
services you got for it. 

Those who contribute through 
deductions from pay - more than 
$250 from one paycheck will need 
a pledge card or other 
documentation saying that no 
goods and services were given in 
exchange. The employer can 
prepare this at the charity's 
direction. 

Where donations are “bundled” 
by the company, checks should be 
made payable to the charity, not 
the company, so the charity can 
identify donors who should get 
extra substantiation.

i ‘The feud now shaping up between the Tewksbury Board of Selectmen 

| and the Tewksbury Planning Board has been a long time coming, and what 
' comes of the tiff could someday affect the structure of town government. 

' Last week, the Tewksbury selectmen opened fire on the planning board 
, (without naming the board, but it was obvious who they were attacking) in 
. fesponse to news that a Gillette trucking terminal and warehouse originally 
| proposed for Tewksbury would instead be located at Fort Devens, 

i Planning Board Chairman Brian O'Connor has since fired saying 
the selectmen are concemed only with increasing tax revenues apd not about 
the zoning by-laws or the residents of the town. 

Cornerstone Corp., the owners of the former Wang complex off North 
Street, applied to the town last year to build a 400,000 square foot truck 
terminal and warehouse, which would then be leased by Gillette. 

For their part, Comerstone bent over backwards to please the board. 
‘The applicant carried out expensive and detailed noise studies, agreed to build 
an earthen embankment topped with a sound barrier to shield residents from 
noise, and even agreed to plant trees on private property to screen the center 
from view. Few companies try that hard to please everyone. 

After repeated hearings, the planning board granted the needed permits 
for the truck center, then imposed such harsh restrictions on the approvals that 
Gillette backed out. The board placed limits on the number of trucks that 
could visit the site, limited the hours that trucks could come and go,demanded 
copies of the trucking logs to insure compliance, and gave themselves the 
right to reconsider their approvals at a future date. 

When news arrived last week that Gillette will instead set up shop at the 
old Fort Devens, the selectmen erupted. Calling Gillette a “clean industry” 
that would have greatly benefited the town and its tax base, they lambasted 
the (unnamed) planning board for plowing under the proposal. Selectman 
Kevin Anderson was the only selectman to abstain from the barrage. 

The selectmen are now discussing a revision to the town charter 
(actually a“Special Act” of the Legislature and not an actual charter) to make 
| the planning board appointed instead of elected. Whether or not that happens 
| is up to the voters, who must decide at the Annual Town Meeting in May. 
} Asan elective board, the planners answer to the voters, not to the board 
of selectmen. But how many voters (meaning taxpayers) gained from the 
Gillette pull-out, and how many came up with nothing to show? 

The homeowners on Northgate and Eastgate Roads were given the 
fullest possible protection that the planning board could offer. But at what 
cost? The homes sit on land zoned for heavy industry, and that zoning has 
been in place for decades. If all homes on or near industrial land receive the 
| same protection, then Tewksbury will have very little industry in its future. 
} ‘The board did approve Home Depot, but Home Depot has no residen- 
tial neighbors in Tewksbury. Wal-Mart was approved as well, but only after 
endless public hearings and hours spent discussing off-site improvements. 

Cornerstone has filed suit against the town to overturn the limits 
, imposed by the planning board. If successful, there could indeed be a new 
: trucking terminal on the property, and Comerstone would then riced merely 
to seek out a new client. If not Gillette, then how about a chemical company? 
Ora transfer station for a rendering plant? Trucks filled with deodorants may 
someday seem like a bargain to local residents. 

This is not to disparage the residents Northgate and Eastgate Roads in 
any way. They did what any homeowner is expected to do: They fought for 
their homes and their quality of life, and they won. Bully for them. 

But where should the line be drawn? At what point does the good of 
the many (i.c. all of Tewksbury’s taxpayers) outweigh the good of the few? 
‘That small band of residents on Northgate and Eastgate Roads may indéed 
sleep without interruption flow, but ata cost to the towtl of some $300,000 per 
year in needed tax revenues, 100 new jobs,a $1.4 million roadway to connect 
North Street with Interstate 495, and Tewksbury’s reputation as a friendly 
place to do business. 

‘The Tewksbury Planning Board needs to clearly define its mission, and 
its view of the town’s industrial future, if any, if it expects to see the tum of 
the century as an independent entity.

Just for fun this morning I was VERY careful in observing the posted 
and or “reasonable” limits. 

High St.: a Lexus was on my bumper until we arrived at the end of the 
line at the lights, where we waited 30 seconds. 

Middlesex Ave.: a Blazer was on my bumper until we reached the end 
of the line at the lights at Federal Hill. (I saw two cars run stop signs in North 
Wilmington) He remained on my bumper until Adams St He showed his 
displeasure by waiving as he sped off towards the police station. (It is in that 
direction). 

On Adams St. the Toyota behind me did not tailgate. It did however 
catch up quickly from a very long head start. A California stop at Parker St 
brought it fo my rear again. : 

At Lowell St. traffic forced a full stop and it followed at below the 
posted limit (everyone in line was, too) up past the Town Crier office. 

In my 10 minute commute I saw 5 obvious traffic violations. 

So, what's the point? Money! 

Both Tewksbury and Wilmington could solve their financial problems, 
and probably traffic congestion by fair, equal and strict traffic enforcement. 
An officer or two at any comer with a stop sign, occasional radar patrols on 
Woburn St. would do the trick. Think of the money the tickets would bring 
in!

The state's 
board of library commissioners, 
the deciding agency, will assign 
points to weigh each aspect of a 
grant applicant's proposal. 

If a city or town has full funding 
for its library project, Kelley said, 
that will weigh heavily in the grant 
decision process. The location, the 
design, public support and several 
other aspects will also be reviewed, 
with points assigned to each. 

Tewksbury has the location, the 
library design is being finalized by 
the architect, but both funding and 
public support need to be proven, 

The state Legislature last year set 
aside a 4.1 acre plot of Tewksbury 
Hospital grounds for construction 
of the new Tewksbury library. The 
land, at the corner of Chandler and 
Main Streets, was later deeded out- 
tight to the town for a new library. 
The land, Kelley said, is valued at 
$750,000 and was given to the town 
at no cost. The ownership of the 
land is a factor in the grant decision 
process, she said.

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that the land must be used within 
five years, or the property reverts 
back to state ownership. Kelley said 
the “clock is already running” on 
the five-year stipulation. 

Most of the library funding is 
already in place, including the 
Fairgrieve trust fund, donations 
from private donors and the town's 
agreement to cover the engineering 
and design cost of the new library, 
Kelley said. The only piece of the 
financial puzzle still missing is the 
town funding. 

If the voters agree on February 
17 to support the $3 million library 
borrowing issue, Tewksbury will 
be very competitive for the grant 
funds from the state, Kelley said. 

If the voters agree to the debt 
exemption, she said, "the people get 
a $6.4 million project for only $3 
million.” 

But if the voters reject the debt 
exemption question a second time, 
Kelley said, the Tewksbury library 
trustees have voted to give up on 
the project. The land will revert to 
the state, and the project will die.

The past two years since Pimental 
became the head coach, Bruce, who 
also serves on the Alliance for 
Wilmington Youth, the Bay State 
Police Athletic League Board of 
Directors, and is the assistant coach 
for the WHS ice hockey team, 
developed the thought of helping the 
junior high kids with Pimental. 
And the support from other people 
never stopped. 

"John [Bossi] has been a huge 
driving force behind this. He has 
really been great," said Bruce. 
"Brian's father [Sid Tildsley] and I 
Were talking one night at the youth 
center about this.

"was, Amanda gained the semi- 
“Yfinals in the 200, while anchoring 
the 4x400 relay team along with 
Denise Langone, Jessica Harrison 
and Jill Murphy. The team came in 
seventh place overall in the state 
and Amanda also finished at 6.4 
seconds in the 60-yard dash (since 
the states don't have a 50-yard 
dash). All in all, it was a day to 
remember for Amanda Zaya. 

“Being in the states as a freshman 

was a great experience. I loved 
track so ‘much that year. But, it 
was very scary to be the anchor of 
the relay team. The 400 is proba- 
bly the hardest race in track - it is 
a very long:sprint-and. it)is: very 
hard," Zaya said. 

Amanda said her coach at the 

time, the very popular and one and 


only Frank Kelley, was also a big 
influence to her early on success. 

"I really miss Mr. Kelley. He 
always had a smile on his face - no 
matter how well or how bad you 
did. He always made you feel 
better. I miss him, his smile and all 
of his talks, too," chuckled Aman- 
da. 

In all but last year’s spring season 
(because of a knee injury), Amanda 
has qualified for the states in both 
the winter and spring seasons (she 
qualified last winter, as the lone 
Wilmington representative from 
the girls team, but didn't go be- 


cause she was ill) all in tunning 
events, either in the 50, 200, 300 
or in the relay race. Already this 
year, she has qualified: for the three 
events she has taken part in this 
season - the 50, 300 and relay 
Squad. 

To qualify for the states in either 
winter or spring track, a runner 
must get at least a 6.9 in the 50, a 
43.5-second finish in the 300, and 
the 4x400 relay team must get to 
the "string" before 4:45) seconds. 
Zaya, though, has impressively 
completed a 6.6 in dual meets in 
the 50, a time of 42 seconds in the 
300 and she also has finished at 
4:20 with teammates Julie Gillis, 
Laura Winn and Tricia Kane for 
the relay team. 

“We have so many really good 
young runners - our problem is we 
don't have enough of them. Laura 
[Winn] is really doing well. We 
beat Ipswich and I think we are 
doing a lot better this year than we 
have done before. We do the best 
we can with what we have. Every- 
one is adjusting and doing well and 
trying the best they can," Amanda 
said. 

Zaya said she doesn't have a pre- 
ference between the spring or win- 
ter track seasons. She said both of 
them are very different, adding 
winter is a lot harder than spring is 
to get into the proper physical con- 
dition. 

“Winter is different because there 
are eight teams going at once and 
in spring it is more laid back and 
there are better events," Zaya said. 

After her very successful fresh- 
man seasons, Amanda continued 
her gritty performances as a 
sophomore, where she took a sixth 
place in the freshman/sophomore 
Northern Area Meet in the 50-yard 
dash among the top 60 or so under- 
classmen from the area. 

After a rough junior year battling 


knee and foot injuries, Amanda 
came back this season and she has 
never looked back. In her first 
meet of the year, she had a very 
impressive day that included hav- 
ing a safety pin on her back - 
which has been her rabbit's foot, so 
to speak, ever since. 

And just this past week, against a 
highly touted and extremely talen- 
ted Tewksbury oa Zaya took 
first place in the 50 at 6.6 Seconds 
to continue her fine season, which 
includes being a top track perfor- 
mer for the Boston Globe and Bos- 
ton Herald during the past few 
weeks, 

Moreover, this past Monday in 
the team's Close 49-35 loss to 
Methuen, Zaya was removed from 
the 50 and put in the 300. Despite 
being ill and having only run the 
300 once before this season, Zaya 
blazed across the finish line at 42 
seconds, qualifying her for three 
different events in the Feb. 18 State 
Meet at the Reggie Lewis Arena in 
Boston. 

"Amanda has done a super job 
this year," said second-year girls 
winter track coach Jan Cassidy- 


Wood. “She is a real team leader 
and she pushes herself beyond be- 
lief. She is real special - and she 
was last year. 

"She is faster this year than she 
was last year. She brings loyalty to 
the team and she is an.asset to any 
team which she is on. She is a 
hard, dedicated worker who loves 
track and she works a ton every 
practice and every meet. Her job 
is done after the first 15 minutes of 
every meet, but, she stays and 
really encourages all of the kids 
for the next three hours." summed 
up Cassidy-Wood. 

Zaya said that besides her 
brother, she really looked up to 
then track stars Jessica Harrison 
and Jill Murphy as she continued to 
climb up her successful high school 
track career ladder. Murphy, Zaya 
said, is one of her closest friends 
and she always was there for her 
whenever things were not going 
well. And, Zaya said, she has 
learned a lot from those who she 
has looked up to. 

"They always made me feel better 
no matter how I did. I guess that's 
the reason why I stayed in track - 
because when you beat your own 
time it keeps you going and you 
really feel good about yourself, 
like you ‘accomplished something,” 
Zaya said. "People always ask me 
why I like running around in cir- 
cles all the time - you always feel 
really good when you improved 
your time and I guess that's why I 
like track." v 

The one aspect of the sport that 
Zaya said she doesn't like is that 
neither the winter or spring teams 
never get any support whatsoever 
from the student body at WHS. 

“I can understand that the meets 
are in Lowell and Methuen, but we 
have never, ever, ever had any 
kind of fan support at any of our 
meets. Track is so overlooked at 
the high school.” Zaya said. 

Zaya admitted that she is a little 
disappointed in her performances 
after her freshman year. She says 
she knows she can do a lot better. 

But even though she is not a state 
champion or not breaking all kinds 
of school records, Amanda Zaya is 
probably one of the biggest reasons 
why, the girls track team has stuck 
scout through the rough times 
of the past few years.

It was 
something to do - I started setting 
some goals and then once I reached 
those I would set some more,” said 
the senior, who will also be one of 
the two captains for the spring 
track team. 

O'Connor has been nothing short 
of Mr. Versatility for the Redmen 
teams. In the winter, he runs not 
only the 600-meter dash, where he 
lost just one dual. meet race last 
year, but also the 800 and 1000, as 
well as being a part of one and 
sometimes two relay teams. 

Right now, Jason holds both the 
indoor and outdoor school records 
in the 800. In the outdoor race, his 
time’ stands at 1:57.8, while in- 
doors, his mark is a few seconds 
behind at 2:00.2. He also was the 
anchor leg of the 1995 Spring 
Class C Champions in the 4x800

*with a time of 8:12.4,” O'Connor 
said there was a lot of pressure 
riding on him when he recieved the 
baton, while trailing in the race. 

“The kid was about 20 yards 


ahead of me and I caught him and 
then pretty much blew him away. 
But that was a lot of pressure," said 
O'Connor, who is looking at divi- 
sion one schools such as Syracuse 
and Villanova, among others, to 
study to become a medical engineer 
and to, of course, run track. 

O'Connor also broke records in 
the Class C relays last year when 
he teammed up with Andriolo, Dan 
LeBoeuf and Dan Fitzgerald for a 
time of 18:44.7.

O'Connor also 
was a part of the relay team that 
broke the MVC mark in the mile 
run with a 3:24.9 mark.

O'Connor really wants to face 
Young again. He said he did once, 
when he just got over being ill and 
Young beat him preity good - but 
he would love to have another 
chance. 

*"[Young] is very good. I thought 
I might have had the chance to face 
him [this past Thursday], but he 
wasn't there. I think that would be 

a really good challenge for me and 
I think that is what I need to get 
going,” O'Connor said. 

One of the most impressive as- 
pects of O'Connor's track career, 
was he manned two relay teams 
when Tewksbury took the Winter 
Class C Championships last year. 
First, he was the second leg with 
LeBoeuf, Clark and Joe Dunn, who 
took first in the two-mile relay 
with a combined time of 3:34.2; he 
then anchored a squad with Peter 
Saber, Matt Toombs and Kevin 
Andriolo, in the one-mile run, 
turning in a combined time of 
2:05.3. 

But O'Connor does a lot more 
than show off his speed. 


"He is an outstanding leader. He - 


focuses on everyone. He is the 
‘Tirst to congratulate the winners - 
he is so focused and so involved in 
everyone's races - he will really 
Support whoever is racing in the 
race hefore his and then step up to 
his race and win,” Levine said. 

O'Connor ‘said he has tried the 
javelin and the pole vault events 
during the past two years, but he 
said he wasn't good at either of 
them and he liked what he did best 
in - the running events. 

"I had some success early on and 
I have had a lot of fun, so I guess 
that is why I like it so much,” 
O'Connor said. 

Just this past week at the State 
Class Coaches Meet, O'Connor im- 
proved his time by four seconds, 
while falling four seconds short of 
a victory in the 1000, when he ran 
an extra 20 yards because he was 
unsure of the complicated rules in 
a barrel start race. 

"You have three guys in three 
lanes and then three more about 20 
yards ahead. I wasn't used to it 
and I wasn't sure when I was able 


to cross in. I really think I could 
have. won it, if I didn't rum the 
extra 20 or so yards (from. staying 
to the outside and not cutting in), 
but I was glad I improved my time 
on it, though,” O'Connor admitted. 

Besides being a big part of the 
two previous state champion teams, 
O'Connor firmly believes that both 
the winter and spring track teams 
can win their respective class 
championships, once they realize 
their potential and explore it. 

“It takes a little time, but every- 
one knows that they can do better. 
I'm looking forward to the spring 
with guys like Dan Fitzgerald and 
Mike Torode, who will really help 
us,” O'Connor said. 

It shouldn't be long for this all- 
star runner to be breaking a few 
more records and hopefully help- 
ing Tewksbury add on another 
state championship. Something that 
will probably mean the most to 
him as a senior, who will be vaca- 
ting the halls that he has gotten so 
accustomed to while running 
through them during practices over 
his fantastic three-year career.

Oooh, my achin' back! 

Skaters love the sort of glassy ice 
that’s on the ponds right now, (or at 

~~ least it was there before Tuesday's 
little storm) but it's a nightmare for 
ice anglers. 

Pond ice changes from day to day 

and hour to hour. 
“ The thickness of the ice (the truly 
important part) stays fairly stable 
for weeks at a time. It takes a heat 
wave to really devastate the thick- 
ness of the ice, so if the days are 
balmy and the nights stay cold, the 
ice should remain fairly thick until 
the end of February, with luck. 

But the top of the ice is never the 
same, ever. It changes constantly. 

Recent rains obliterated the snow 
that covered the ponds (and lawns) 
even two weeks ago. The three-foot 
snowpack we had on Martin Luther 
King Day has since been reduced to 
ugly gray piles along the road. Ick. 

Likewise, the snowpack on top of 
the ice is also gone. But on the ice, 
the snow doesn't disappear quite the 
same way as it willon the street. 

There are no storm drains on the 
ice, so where does all that water go? 
It has to go somewhere! 

Ice is impermeable, so water can't 
flow through it. Some water pours 
down through tiny cracks if the ice 
is thin, worsening any weak spots 
that might be there. 

I remember fishing on Ames 
Pond in Tewksbury right after a 
heavy rain, and it was eerie. The ice 
wasn't all that thick to begin with, 
and by midmorning all the warm 
water was pouring into cracks and 
causing jet-black, perfectly round 
holes to appear in the ice. Some of 
the holes grew to three feet across 
by the end of the day, so one had to 
keep a sharp eye out. There was 
nothing but water inside those black 
holes, and it was spooky to look at! 

If the ice sheet is decently thick, 
however, the cracks fill up quickly 
and the rest of the deluge has no 
place to go. Unfortunately, some of 
that water collects along the shore, 
and pours through cracks between 
the dirt and the ice. Bad news! 

On Lake Mascuppic on Sunday, 
the Greater Lowell Fly Fishers had 
to set up their HQ a few yards away 
from the Dracut boatramp, due to 
open water at the ramp! There was 
thick ice in the middle of the lake, 
but open water along the shore! 

And if those woes weren't enough 


to leave you grumbly, water on top 
of the slick ice makes the surface 
incredibly slippery. Ice anglers 
dread the sight of puddles on top of 
smooth ice. Back-Ache Time!

Luckily, the nights have been cold 
since the rains. so most of the water 
on the ice has re-frozen, so the 
ponds now covered with the sort of 
ice that skaters only dream about. 
Smooth as glass and flat as a pool 
table, that stuff is skater’s ice. 

But smooth ice, wet or not, is the 
bane of ice anglers. It takes genuine 
effort to stand upright on slick ice, 
with your sense of balance giving 
orders that your feet can't execute. 
One minute you're standing, and 
the next second you're seeing stars 
in broad daylight. Take it from one 
who knows -- whacking your head 
‘on the ice leaves a monster bump! 

I'm virtually guaranteed an achy 
back if I forget to take my creepers 
(rightly called crampons) with me 
ice fishing. In fact, I'll stay home if 
I forget them. 

Creepers are little gems that strap 
onto your boots, with steel spikes 
providing instant traction. You'll 
walk with a crunch. and Mama will 
crunch your head if you forget to 
take them off in the house, but at 
least you'll be able to stand up! 

Some anglers cut corners with the 
cheap ($5) creepers. I've found that 
you get what you pay for. I owned 
a set of cheapies, and the stamped 
metal spikes bent flat in one day. 
Useless. And the single strap lets 

* the spikes wander around the sole 
of your boot. Bah! Forget ‘em! 

Another model of creeper is the 
whole-foot style, which has spikes 
on both the ball and heel of the foot. 
Full-foot creepers are costly ($20 
to $40), but folks I've talked to say 
they swear by ‘em. 

Personally, 1 own an old pair of 
military-issue creepers. These old 
warhorses offer seven spikes on the 
ball of each foot, on three hinged 
plates, with three straps holding 
everything firmly in place. I love 
‘em! Yes Ido! 

Let the skater's have their smooth 
ice. For the sake of my lower back, 
I'll take my creepers onto the slick 
and crunch to my heart's content. 
And if there's water on top of that 
glass-smooth ice, it's creepers or I 
go home, simple as that. 

For the best possible traction on 
the ice, nothing can beat a dusting 
of snow, frozen in place. And what 
did we get Monday night as I sat to 
write this ... of course! But that's 
ideal! An inch of snow and the ice 
feels like carpet: Hurray! 

By Tuesday night the snow might 
be gone again, but that's the nature 
of ice. One hour you've got rock- 
solid traction and the next you're 
listening to the birdies after your 
heels go flying past your nose.

because of the lack of a left 
claw. 

According to Wiberg, the bird 
would come back every October 
for six years. 

“When I would come back 
after six months, he would come 
back to my shoulder within five 
minutes,” Wiberg said. 

The two were so close that 
Peg Leg would stay on Wiberg’s 
shoulder as he walked around 
the Sanctuary. 

Wiberg estimates that the 
bird may have been about six- 
months old when the two first 
met. He suspects that Peg Leg 
was born with the deformity but 
it could have been the result of a 
fight with a predator. 

‘According to Wiberg, birds 
usually live about six to seven 
years and when Wiberg returned 
for his seventh year with Peg 
Leg, the bird did not show up. 

He surmises that the 
Chickadee had lived a normal 
life course or had died from a 
poe pata ag teraias 


to take pictures of the birds so 
he does not have one of Peg Leg. 

The picture taking is another 
facet of Wiberg’s hobby that is 
discussed fully in the book (see 
Chapter Nine, “Photographing 
Birds on the Hand”). In a nut 
shell, Wiberg advises a person 
to put the bird seed in the hand 
and focus a camera on the fin- 
gertips. You then have to wait in 
that position before a bird 
comes to feed. 

To cut down on the waiting 
time Wiberg advises that you 
might want to be in an area 
where the birds are used to you 
and expect you to have food. 

“I will be in that position with 
people walking by and saying 
what is happening,” Wiberg 
said. 

He notes that’ hopefully a bird 
will land ston so that pesple will 
not think he is a little off. 

After setting yourself up in 
the position Wiberg said, “It 
becomes a matter of taking a lot 
of-pictures and hoping to get | 
lucky with one or two shots per | 
roll.” 

Wiberg is not the only person

who does this for a hobby or 
that has written on the subject. 


_ He has two mentors, John 


Dennis, who wrote the forward 
to Wiberg’s book and Roger 
Tory Peterson. 

Peterson is considered to be 
the top expert and Wiberg has 
written about him in the book. 
He is used as a reference to 


answer the question about 
whether feeding wild birds is 
intrusive to their life style. 

According to Peterson, there 
is absolutely nothing wrong with 
the hobby. Wiberg used this 
authority to calm the fears of 
officials from the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society. 

If you think you might be one 
of only a few people feeding 
birds from your hand, Wiberg 
notes, ‘I see a large number of 
people’ feeding birds because of 
this book.” 

However, he suspects the 
hobby won't get too much bigger 
because the vast majority of 
people do not have the patience. 

One fan that Wiberg has 
affected’ is' his granddaughter 


‘Alexis. ‘A picture of her was 


taken at one-year-old watching 
grand dad feed birds from his 
hand. That picture graces the
